The Caribbean’s longest linear park breaks 
ground on phase 1 
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Gobierno di Aruba 


Last year, the Ministry 
of Tourism announced 
2011 would see the re¬ 
alization of a long pur¬ 
sued project, converting the L.G. Smith and Irausquin Boulevards into the 
longest linear park in the Caribbean. Yesterday morning, island dignitaries 
and stakeholders in Aruba’s tourism industry witnessed the ground- breaking 
in this ambitious beautification of the stretch of road from the airport to be¬ 
yond Palm Beach, which is expected to be completed in 14 phases. 

Phase 1 will entail six months of work beginning at the roundabout of 
Las Americas, on the eastern outskirts of Oranjestad, in the area across 
from the Talk of the Town Resort and finishing at Wilhelmina Park. Walid 
Rafeh of Prosuinca, N.V., the company that won the construction bid at 
just under 5 million florins, was present for the groundbreaking ceremony. 

Addressing the gathering on the importance of this project was Aruba’s 
Prime Minister Mike Eman, and Minister of Tourism, Transport & Labor, 
Otmar Oduber, along with Minister of Integration, Infrastructure and En¬ 
vironment, Oslin “Benny” Sevinger, whose ministries are collaborating 
on this project.

He said this had been "the 
largest single-day operation" 
against the organized crime 
families. 

The suspects included 
minor associates, "soldiers," 
"captains" and a host of high- 
ranking bosses, wiping out 
much of the leadership of the 
Colombo and Gambino fami¬ 
lies — two of the historic "Five 
Families" in New York. 

Charges included murder, 
loansharking, arson, drugs, ex¬ 
tortion, robbery, labor racke¬ 
teering. 

The "Five Families" which 
have dominated organized 
crime in New York City since 
the 1930s, are the Genovese, 
Gambino, Lucchese, Colombo 
and Bonanno. 

While indictments de¬ 
scribed traditional mafia 
money-making activities, there 
were also echoes of the casual 
brutality in Cosa Nostra circles. 
The murders included a double 
killing that followed a dispute 
over a spilled drink in New 
York's Shamrock Bar in 1981. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Dutch go¬ 
vernment yesterday defended 
the physical restraint of men¬ 
tally disabled patients in the 
midst of a public outcry over a 
teenager reportedly harnessed 
to a wall daily since 2007. 

"It may be that some people 
are so ill that it is necessary to 
protect them against them¬ 
selves," deputy health minister 
Marlies Veldhuijzen van Zan- 
ten-Hyllner told journalists 
after visiting the young man at 
an institution in Ermelo in the 
central Netherlands. 

"I take my leave of Brandon 
and his carers with my mind at 
ease," she said after meeting 
the 18-year-old identified in 
the media only by his first 
name, and who hears a voice 
telling him to do bad things, 
according to the minister. 

Brandon's story was broad¬ 
cast into Dutch living rooms 
this week with images of him 
chained in a harness to one of 
the four walls of his room, a 
practice it said was repeated 


daily for the last three years. 

The harness is around his 
body, leaving his hands and 
feet free and allowing him to 
move up to about a metre from 
the wall. 

The Christian public broad¬ 
caster Evangelische Omroep 
showed the footage taken by 
an employee of the institution 
and said Brandon had not seen 
the outside of the institution 
for three years. 

"My son lives like a caged 
animal," the boy's mother told 
the broadcaster. "He feels like 
a dog on a rope. It hurts to see 
him like this." 

Despite protests by MPs in 


parliament and widespread 
condemnation in the media, 
the deputy minister said yester¬ 
day she was happy with the 
"professionalism" of the insti¬ 
tution. 

"It is easier to judge from 
outside," the Dutch news 
agency ANP quoted Veld- 
huizen van Zanten-Hyllner as 
saying. "I don't think that there 
are institutions that have better 
methods than here." 

The deputy minister said in 
a letter to parliament on 
Wednesday there were about 
40 other patients living in si¬ 
milar circumstances to those of 
Brandon. 


Castro admits mistakes 


Honduras eyes self-governed 
zones for foreign investment 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US law enforcement agents 
snatched more than 100 al¬ 
leged Cosa Nostra mobsters in 
arrests around New York yes¬ 
terday in the biggest such op¬ 
eration on record against the 
Italian-American mafia. 

More than 800 officers took 
part in the early morning 
roundup in New York City, 
New Jersey and Rhode Island, 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
told a press conference. 

The sweep, featuring "un¬ 
precedented" cooperation be¬ 
tween the FBI, local police and 
other bodies, netted 127 al¬ 
leged mafia members and as¬ 
sociates, he said. One of the 
arrests took place in Italy. 

"Today's arrests and 
charges mark an important step 
forward in disrupting La Cosa 
Nostra's illegal activities," said 
Holder, who took the unusual 
step of traveling to Brooklyn to 
announce the arrests. 
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were made 

HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - Re¬ 
volutionary standard-bearer 
Fidel Castro admitted yester¬ 
day that Cuba's leaders had 
made mistakes over the years 
but insisted they had never be¬ 
trayed their communist ideals. 

Castro's acknowledgement 
comes at a time when his 
brother Raul is directing 
wrenching reforms of Cuba's 
state-controlled economy. The 
changes involve massive lay¬ 
offs of public sector workers 
and a controlled opening for 
small-scale private enterprise. 

"We Cuban revolutionaries 
have committed errors, and we 
will continue making them. 
But we will never make the 
mistake of being traitors," said 
Castro, 84, in an article pub¬ 
lished in the state-controlled 


press. 

"We have never chosen ille¬ 
gality, lies, demagoguery, de¬ 
ceit of the people, deception, 
hypocrisy, opportunism, 
bribes, the total absence of 
ethics, abuse of power, inclu¬ 
ding crimes and repugnant tor¬ 
ture," he wrote. 

"Perhaps the biggest error 
of idealism committed was to 
think there was a modicum of 
justice in the world and respect 
for the rights of the peoples, 
when certainly it did not exist 
at all," he wrote. 

After recalling the 1962 
Cuban missile crisis and the 
1961 Bay of Pigs invasion, he 
said the Cuban revolution was 
"still standing" despite antago¬ 
nistic US policies by 11 presi¬ 
dents over more than 50 years. 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
(AFP) - Honduras' congress has 
given initial approval to a con¬ 
stitutional reform that authorizes 
the creation of special au¬ 
tonomous regions loosely mod¬ 
eled on Hong Kong, with their 
own laws and decades-long con¬ 
cessions to foreign investors. 

The proposal, which was 
approved late Tuesday after 
two rounds of debate, still 


must be ratified with a second 
vote after a new session of 
Congress opens January 25. 

President Porfirio Lobo has 
touted the creation of the spe¬ 
cial areas as a way to promote 
rapid development in Hon¬ 
duras, one of the poorest coun¬ 
tries in Latin America, likening 
the concept to Hong Kong or 
China's fast-growing special 
economic zones.

In the ’70's telephone numbers 
required only 4 digits and all 
public phones were free. In the 
listing of private phones, often 
a nickname was entered in 
parentheses following the legal 
name. With a large number of 
families bearing the same last 
name and often the same first 
name, this was a necessity. 
Many time even friends never 
knew the "real" first name. 
One first name listing was ini¬ 
tials E.L. (Victor); another 
Chonan (Angel); Pedro (Tico); 
Petronilia (Ninita). 

The Classified Directory 
(yellow pages) consisted of 8 
pages and there was a single 
page for Trademarks which 
listed a brand name for a pro¬ 
duct and where it could be pur¬ 
chased, such as Cannon sheets 
and towels at Bon Bini Bazaar 
on Nassaustraat, now Caya 
G.F. (Betico) Croes or as usu¬ 
ally referred to as Main Street. 

Yellow pages weren't really 
in demand since the white 
pages listed restaurants and 
other businesses in alphabeti¬ 
cal order marked with a dash. 
Other listings would identify 
the name and the person's pro¬ 
fession. 

One needed to know, for 
example, the Papiamento 
word abogado means lawyer 
and that Dutch words woning 
means house/residence and 
kantoor means office. 

Plentiful advertisements 
were placed throughout, 
mostly in English. And then 
would appear a full page from 
a furniture store that listed its 
merchandise in Dutch, Papia¬ 
mento, English and Spanish. 
An ad for Singer Sewing Ma¬ 
chine Company states " we 
tought the world to sew". And 
an inside back cover ad for the 
then renowned jewelry store 
Spritzer-Fuhrman headlined 
"IT NEVER RAINS IN 


ARUBA....BUT IF IT EVER 
DOES YOU DON'T HAVE 
TO GET WET and displayed 
their boutiques in 3 hotels. 

Lago Oil Refinery chose to 
list its numbers instruction in 
Dutch and English. Papia¬ 
mento was and is the language 
of the people of Aruba, but the 
refinery was slow to accept it 
even thought their name, Lago 
is the Papiamento word for 
lake. Does Aruba have a lake? 

There is an old truism for 
travelers: to get the feel of your 
destination, check the tele¬ 
phone book in your hotel room 
for family names as well as 
how-to and where-to informa¬ 
tion. The glossy last pages 
listed the hotels which in¬ 
cluded, of course, the tourist- 
oriented beach hotels and also, 
for example, Astoria Hotel: "A 
commercial hotel located in 
San Nicolas. It has air-condi¬ 
tioned rooms, while the restau¬ 
rant features excellent Chinese 
specialities." (The menu of¬ 
fered crap meat which they 
chose not to correct because it 
brought laughter to the diners.) 

The much beloved and de¬ 
ceased Bali Restaurant offers" 
exotic Indonesian specialities". 
So exotic to visitors that they 
would often stop at tables on 
the pier and ask those dining, 
"What's that?" One visitor kept 
repeating the story that she had 
bought something at Spritzer- 
Fuhrman at the noon closing 
time. The cashier gave her 
purchase and told her to come 
back at 2 o'clock to pay for it. 
When asked if she was going 
back, she said "Of course, I 
couldn't tell the story if I don't 
go back." 

The tradition was open 
from 8 am to noon and 2 pm to 
6 pm. A leisurely midday meal, 
a short nap and re-engergized 
work force. A healthier time 
back then.

Chess experts use brain differently 
than amateurs 


quickly with a move, activity 
surged in another region 
called the caudate nucleus, 
where goal-directed behavior 
is rooted. 

’’This activation did not 
occur in the amateurs or 
when either group took their 
time in planning their next 
move,” said the study. 

Researchers believe that 
experts who train for years in 
shogi are actually perfecting 
a circuit between the two re¬ 
gions that helps them quickly 
recognize the state of the 
game and choose the next 
step. 

’’Being ’intuitive’ indicates 
that the idea for a move is 
generated quickly and auto¬ 
matically without conscious 
search, and the process is 
mostly implicit,” said the 
study. 

’’This intuitive process oc¬ 
curs routinely in experts, and 
thus it is different from inspi¬ 
ration, which occurs less fre¬ 
quently and unpredictably.”

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ex¬ 
perts use different parts of 
their brains than amateurs, 
maximizing intuition, goal¬ 
seeking and pattern-recogni¬ 
tion, said a study out 
Thursday that examined 
players of shogi, or Japanese 
chess. 

Researchers used mag¬ 
netic resonance imaging 
(MRI) scans to compare the 
brain activity of amateurs and 
professionals who were pre¬ 
sented with various shogi 
board patterns and were told 
to think of their next move. 

They found that certain re¬ 
gions of expert brains lit up, 
while the amateurs’ did not, 
said the research led by 
Japanese scientist Xiaohong 
Wan and published in the 
journal Science. 

When they asked players 


to mull their next move, ex¬ 
perts’ brains showed more ac¬ 
tivity in the area associated 
with visualizing images and 
episodic memory, known as 
the precuneus area of the 
parietal lobe. 

When pressed to come up 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Jawbone on Thursday intro¬ 
duced ERA headsets de¬ 
signed for people who want 
to get the best out of their 
smart gadgets as Internet 
lifestyles go increasingly mo¬ 
bile. 

The San Francisco com¬ 
pany is infusing traditionally 
dumb wireless earpieces with 
brains in an ERA line that 
blends fashion with high-de¬ 
finition audio, motion sen¬ 
sors, and computer 
applications. 

”We think of this as the 
next era in computing; taking 
dumb headsets to these really 
intelligent platforms going 
forward,” Jawbone vice pres¬ 
ident of strategy Travis Bog- 
ard said while providing AFP 
a look at ERA. 

”It all comes down around 
the idea that mobile is now 
the center of our lives. It’s 
more than a phone call, it’s 
YouTube, music, games... I 
want to hear 'Angry Birds' 
when I am throwing them.” 

Time spent listening to 
music and watching videos 
on smartphones has leapt ex¬ 
ponentially in the past four 
years, and handsets have 
been beefed up with more 
powerful processors and soft¬ 
ware. 

A wireless earpiece should 
maximize enjoyment of en¬ 
tertainment on the go, and 
help people juggle work and 
personal matters on mobile 
gadgets, Bogard maintained. 

"We're taking wearable 
devices to an entirely new 
level,” said Jawbone founder 
and chief executive Hosain 
Rahman. 

"On top of the HD audio, 
the integrated sensors and in¬ 
telligence enable magical 
new ways to interact with de¬ 
vices and apps through natu¬ 
ral, intuitive motion control, 
changing forever the way we 


use headsets.” 

ERA headsets are the first 
to have built-in "accelerome¬ 
ters” that detect natural 
movements so devices can 
know when they are being 
worn or be controlled with 
shakes or taps. 

"The next era of personal 
technology is about products 
that adapt to the way we 
live,” said Rahman. "The best 
technology will reliably and 
seamlessly take the friction 
out of any experience.” 

Jawbone technology that 
identifies and adapts for 
background noise during 
telephone calls has been put 
to work enhancing the play¬ 
back of music using ERA 
headsets, billed as ”a tiny 
computer on the ear.” 

ERA builds on Jawbone's 
move last year synching to a 
MyTalk website for a line of 
Icon wireless earpieces de¬ 
signed to be Internet smart 
and techno-chic. 

ERA software can be up¬ 
dated online using MyTalk, 
with new applications includ¬ 
ing one that matches phone 
numbers of incoming calls to 
an address book and then an¬ 
nounces callers by name with 
an actress's voice. 

Jawbone is staying true to 
its credo that Bluetooth head¬ 
sets should combine top tech¬ 
nology with the fact that "if 
you wear something on your 
face, you want it to look 
good.” 

ERA is the latest Jawbone 
line designed by renowned 
industrial designer Yves 
Behar. 

ERA headsets in designs 
dubbed Shadowbox, Smoke¬ 
screen, Midnight, and Silver 
Lining are available in the 
United States at 
jawbone.com for $129 each 
and will be rolled out in 
other countries in coming 
months. 


NASA satellite to study aerosols’ effect on climate 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA said Thursday it was 
planning to launch the Glory 
satellite in late February to 
help scientists study the ef¬ 
fect of aerosols on the Earth's 
climate. 

After Glory's launch on 
February 23, it will join a 
fleet of satellites known as 
the ”A-Train” that observe 
Earth and send data back to 
scientists. 

"Glory is going to help 
scientists tackle one of the 


major uncertainties in cli¬ 
mate change predictions 
identified by the United 
Nations' Intergovernmen¬ 
tal Panel on Climate 
Change said Michael 
Freilich, director of 
NASA's Earth Science Di¬ 
vision. 

State of the art sensors 
and monitors will be on 
board Glory to improve 
measurement of aerosols, 
airborne particles that can 
affect climate by reflecting 


or absorbing solar radiation. 

"This mission also marks 
the first satellite launch under 
President (Barack) Obama's 
climate initiative that will ad¬ 
vance the United States' con¬ 
tribution to cutting-edge and 
policy-relevant climate 
change science.” 

The satellite will fly in 
low-Earth orbit at an altitude 
of 704 kilometers (438 
miles), and is expected to col¬ 
lect data for about three 
years.

Europe makes cross-border 
'health tourism' easier

STRASBOURG, France 
(AFP) - European travellers 
short of prescription drugs, or 
on waiting-lists for surgery at 
home, will be reimbursed for 
care anywhere in the EU by 
late 2013, under a law ap¬ 
proved by parliament this 
week. 

The ground-breaking Euro¬ 
pean parliament law, adopted 
after years of talks, sets out pa¬ 
tients' rights to medical care in 
any of the 27 member states, 
while spelling out rules for re¬ 
imbursement and requirements 
for prior authorisation. 

"This is a big day for Euro¬ 
pean health, a great victory for 
patients' rights," said Health 
Commissioner John Dalli. 

The law, which after formal 
approval by the EU's 27 lead¬ 
ers at a summit gives members 
30 months to transcribe it into 
national legislation, will en¬ 
able patients to be reimbursed 
at home for care received in a 
foreign country. 

People seeking more than 
24-hour hospital care across a 
border will need to get prior 
agreement from national 
health services. But the legis¬ 
lation sets out refusal rules to 


ensure requests are not thrown 
out lightly. 

A patient with a heart con¬ 
dition for example might not 
be granted a request on the 
grounds that travel was dan¬ 
gerous for his health. Or a re¬ 
quest for surgery could be 
turned down if the clinic had a 
reputation for hospital-ac¬ 
quired infections (HAIs). 

"Some rare diseases aren't 
even recognised in some coun¬ 
tries, let alone treated" said 
Dalli. "And small countries 
often can't offer the same med¬ 
ical services as bigger nations." 

Patients will be able to seek 
non-hospital treatment or care 
without prior authorisation. 

Dalli said the legislation 
would not prompt Europeans 
to travel for care as sick people 
prefer to seek treatment in their 
own countries. 

The demand for cross-bor¬ 
der healthcare affects only 
around one percent of public 
spending on health, he said. 

Under the new law, mem¬ 
ber states are to set up informa¬ 
tion centres offerng patients 
data on treatment, providers 
and levels of reimbursement 
across the bloc.

Different kind's of Headaches 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Good 
news for chronic migraine suf¬ 
ferers: even the most severe 
forms of these blindingly 
painful headaches do not cause 
damage to the brain. 

"It is almost always the first 
question that migraine patients 
ask," said Christophe Tzourio, 
a doctor and researcher at the 
Universite Pierre et Marie 
Curie in Paris, and the main ar¬ 
chitect of a study published on¬ 
line this week in the British 
Medical Journal. "Today we 
can provide an answer: there's 
nothing to worry about," he 
told AFP. 

Migraines are acutely debil¬ 
itating headaches — sometimes 
with an "aura", in which pa¬ 
tients have the impression of 
seeing through frosted glass — 
that strike around one out of 
nine adults. 

The causes remain uncer¬ 
tain, but are known to involve 
a link with blood vessels in the 
brain. 

Earlier research using mag¬ 
netic resonance imaging tech¬ 
nology showed that people 
with a history of full-on mi¬ 
graines are more likely to incur 
tiny lesions to microvessels in¬ 


side the brain. 

Such rup¬ 
tures result 
from a deteri¬ 
oration of the 
small cerebral 
arteries that 
supply blood 
to so-called 
white matter, 
which facili¬ 
tates the flow 
on informa¬ 
tion across dif¬ 
ferent parts of the brain. 

The same type of lesions 
are more common in elderly 
people, diabetics and hyperten¬ 
sion sufferers. 

In large quantities, they 
have been linked to depres¬ 
sion, an increased risk of 
stroke, neurodegenerative dis¬ 
eases such as Alzheimer's, and 
impaired memory and reason¬ 
ing. 

Tzourio and colleagues 
wondered if migraine patients 
are more likely to show some 
of these symptoms, so they 
tested the cognitive abilities of 
more than 800 over-65 seniors 
living in Nantes, western 
France. 

Nearly 15 percent of the 


volunteers had suffered from 
migraines over the course of 
their lives. 

On average their scores 
were indistinguishable from 
the others. Even seniors who 
had endured the most debilitat¬ 
ing type of migraine, with 
aura, showed no cognitive 
damage. 

"This is a very reassuring 
result for the many people who 
suffer from migraine," said co¬ 
author Tobias Kurth, also a re¬ 
searcher as Universite Pierre et 
Marie Curie. 

"In spite of the increased 
presence of lesions of the brain 
microvessels, this disorder 
does not increase the risk of 
cognitive decline," he said.

Eating nuts as part of a 
healthy diet can be good for 
your heart. Nuts, which con¬ 
tain unsaturated fatty acids 
and other nutrients, are a 
great snack food, too. 
They're inexpensive, easy to 
store and easy to take with 
you to work or school. 

The type of nut you eat 
isn't that important, although 
some nuts have more heart- 
healthy nutrients and fats than 
do others. Walnuts, almonds, 
hazelnuts, you name it, almost 
every type of nut has a lot of 
nutrition packed into a tiny 
package. If you have heart 
disease, eating nuts instead of 
a less healthy snack can help 
you more easily follow a 
heart-healthy diet. 

Most studies on people 
who eat nuts as part of a heart- 
healthy diet have found that 
nuts lower the LDL, low-den¬ 
sity lipoprotein or "bad," cho¬ 
lesterol level in the blood. 
High LDL is one of the pri¬ 
mary causes of heart disease, 
so nuts' ability to lower LDL 


cholesterol seems to be quite 
beneficial. 

Eating nuts reduces your 
risk of developing blood clots 
that can cause a fatal heart at¬ 
tack. Nuts also improve the 
health of the lining of your ar¬ 
teries. The evidence for the 
heart-health benefits of nuts 
isn't rock solid yet — the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion only allows food compa¬ 
nies to say evidence "suggests 
but does not prove" that eating 
nuts reduces heart disease 
risk. 

What's in nuts that's 
thought to be heart healthy? 

Although it varies by nut, 
researchers think most nuts 
contain at least some of these 
heart-healthy substances: 


■Unsaturated fats 
■Omega-3 fatty acids 
■L-arginine 
■Fiber 
■Vitamin E 
■Plant sterols 
What amount of nuts is 
considered healthy? 

Nuts contain a lot of fat; 
as much as 80 percent of a 
nut is fat. Even though most 
of this fat is healthy fat, it’s 
still a lot of calories. That's 
why you should eat nuts in 
moderation. Ideally, you 
should use nuts as a substi¬ 
tute for saturated fats, such as 
those found in meats, eggs 
and dairy products. 

Instead of eating unhealthy 
saturated fats, try substituting 
a handful of nuts. According 
to the Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration, eating about a hand¬ 
ful (1.5 ounces, or 42.5 
grams) a day of most nuts, 
such as almonds, hazelnuts, 
peanuts, pecans, some pine 
nuts, pistachio nuts and wal¬ 
nuts, may reduce your risk of 
heart disease. But again, do 
this as part of a heart-healthy 
diet. Just eating nuts and not 
cutting back on saturated fats 
found in many dairy and meat 
products won’t do your heart 
any good.

Amazon buys European film 
rental service Lovefilm

LONDON ,England (AFP) - 
Internet retail giant Amazon 
announced that it has agreed to 
buy Britain-based online film 
and games rental service Love- 
Film for an undisclosed 
amount. 

'’Amazon.com, Inc. an¬ 
nounced that it has reached an 
agreement to acquire the re¬ 
maining shares in LoveFilm In¬ 
ternational Limited," the US 
company announced in an offi¬ 
cial statement that was issued 
in London. 

LoveFilm, which has been 
compared to US video rental 
group Netflix, has become one 
of Europe's top film subscrip¬ 
tion services over the past 
seven years. 

The LoveFilm site boasts 
1.4 million members across 
Europe and offers DVD rental 
by post and online movie 
streaming direct to computers, 
Internet-enabled televisions 
and other devices. It has a cat¬ 
alogue of 70,000 movies and 
games. 


Prior to the deal, Amazon 
had a 42 percent stake in Love- 
Film, which operates in Britain, 
Denmark, Germany, Norway 
and Sweden. 

"LoveFilm and Amazon 
have enjoyed a strong working 
relationship since LoveFilm 
acquired Amazon Europe's 
DVD rental business in 2008, 
and we look forward to a pro¬ 
ductive and innovative future," 
said Greg Greeley, Amazon's 
Vice President of European Re¬ 
tail. 

The acquisition is expected 
to close, subject to regulatory 
approvals, in the first quarter of 
2011. 

"The deal is a winner for the 
members who love LoveFilm 
because of its value, choice, 
convenience and innovation in 
home entertainment," said 
LoveFilm International Chief 
Executive Simon Calver. 

"With Amazon's unequivo¬ 
cal support we can significantly 
enhance our members' experi¬ 
ence across Europe." 

Key investors in LoveFilm 
include European venture firms 
Balderton Capital, DFJ Esprit 
and Index Ventures, Dow Jones 
Newswires reported. 


GM to invest extra $540 million 
in Mexico to build motors 


MEXICOCITY, Mexico 
(AFP) US giant General Mo¬ 
tors will invest $540 million 
to produce two low-emission 
motors in central Mexico, the 
company announced here this 
week, accompanied by Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon. 

The latest project for GM 
in Mexico would create 500 
direct and another 500 indirect 
jobs in its plant in Toluca, 
Calderon said. 

GM has four plants in

Belarus wins Russia energy deals 
as Western pressure grows 



MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
pledged unequivocal support 
to Belarus, offering it several 
billion dollars worth of oil sub¬ 
sidies and loans as the West 
moves to isolate Minsk after a 
controversial election. 

After several hours of talks 
with visiting Belarussian pre¬ 
mier, Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin said Russia was ready to 
help its neighbour build a $6 
billion nuclear plant and would 
continue to supply Minsk with 
subsidised oil. 

The two leaders were meet¬ 
ing after Belarussian leader 
Alexander Lukashenko was 
elected to a fourth term in De¬ 
cember polls that the opposi¬ 
tion said were rigged, with 
thousands of people protesting 
on election night. 

That protest was followed 
by a violent crackdown and 
detention of over 600 people, 
including most of the candi¬ 
dates who stood against 
Lukashenko. The European 


Union said it would rein¬ 
state a travel ban on 
Lukashenko if he fails to 
release his jailed oppo¬ 
nents. 

Moscow, by contrast, 
has sought to distance it¬ 
self from what it called its 
neighbour's "internal af¬ 
fair" and Putin reiterated 
Russia's position saying 
the two would only dis¬ 
cuss the fate of Russian nation¬ 
als kept in Belarussian jails. 

"As far as I know, the Russ¬ 
ian parliament is not going to 
pass any declarations, resolu¬ 
tions or other documents," 
Putin said when asked to com¬ 
ment on the European Union's 
threat to impose sanctions 
against Belarus. 

Instead he pledged 
Moscow's outright support for 
the ex-Soviet neighbour with 
which Russia is building a 
joint customs bloc and single 
economic space that will also 
include the ex-Soviet nation of 
Kazakhstan. 

Myasnikovich, for his part, 
thanked Putin for Russia's 
help, saying Moscow and 
Minsk would sign an agree¬ 
ment on building a nuclear 
plant — a project shelved since 
the 1986 Chernobyl disaster — 
in the first quarter of this year. 

Putin said the plant, a first 
for Belarus, would help ramp 


up its energy independence. 

"We understand that it is a 
very important project for Be¬ 
larus. It increases the energy 
independence of the republic," 
he said. Putin estimated the 
cost of the project at nearly $6 
billion and said Russia was 
ready to consider providing a 
loan. 

The nuclear power plant's 
construction was first envi¬ 
sioned in the early 1980s but 
then put on hold by the Soviet 
Union following the Cher¬ 
nobyl nuclear power plant dis¬ 
aster in Ukraine. 

The project was resurrected 
in recent years following a se¬ 
ries of energy disputes be¬ 
tween Russia and Belarus. 

After the most recent dis¬ 
pute, Russia cut crude supplies 
to Belarus from January 1 but 
transit supplies to Europe con¬ 
tinue, both countries say. Putin 
and Myasnikovich said they 
had discussed the pricing con¬ 
flict and their respective gov¬ 
ernments would sort out the 
remaining issues in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Putin added however that 
Belarus would continue to re¬ 
ceive subsidised oil supplies. 

"The Belarussian economy 
will receive subsidies from 
cheap Russian oil of an order 
of no less than $4.124 billion," 
he said.

NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
aerospace giant Boeing said 
it will cut about 1,100 jobs 
over the next two years as it 
slows production of its C-17 
cargo plane. 

"Boeing will reduce the 
production program's work 
force by approximately 1,100 
jobs through the end of 
2012," the Chicago-based 


firm said in state¬ 
ment. 

Boeing said it 
would deliver 13 
C-17s in 2011, 
after delivering 14 
the prior year, as it 
moves to a new 
annual production 
rate of 10. 

The transition 
to the new produc¬ 
tion rate was an¬ 
nounced in February 2010. 

Boeing said the move 
"will be completed this sum¬ 
mer" and lead to the elimina¬ 
tion of the second shift at the 
C-17 final assembly facility 
in Long Beach, California. 

About 900 of the 1,100 
job cuts will be made at the 
Long Beach plant.

Smile: Churchill's dentures 
sell for 16,000 pounds 



LONDON,England (AFP) - A 
set of solid gold false teeth 
used by wartime leader Win¬ 
ston Churchill during some of 
his most famous speeches sold 
for 16,000 pounds at auction. 

Churchill had problems 
with his teeth and speech from 
an early age and the dentures 
were designed to compensate 
for the then-prime minister’s 
distinctive lisp when speaking 
in public, London auctioneers 
Bonham's said. 

The premier's most famous 


speeches "could have been 
made over the top of these 
teeth. I think that's a rather 
spooky feeling," Bonham's 
specialist Lionel Willis told 
AFP. 

"These particular dentures 
were designed especially by 
his dentist to be a loose fix be¬ 
cause Churchill had had trou¬ 
ble with his teeth, ever since a 
child," he said. 

"He always has a sort of 
speech impediment, which 
gave him a slight lisp, when he 
was public speaking, and this 
denture was designed to com¬ 
pensate." 

Another set of Churchill's 
false teeth fetched 18,000 
pounds when they went under 
the hammer in July last year. 

Churchill was said to have 
also used his false teeth to vent 
his frustration when the 1939- 
45 conflict was not going well 
by dramatically flicking them 
out of his mouth.

Who was Charlie Chaplin? 



Charlie Chaplin was a British 
actor, director, composer, and 
musician who is widely consid¬ 
ered to be among the greatest 
comic talents in history. During 
the heyday of his career in the 
1920s, '30s, and '40s, Charlie 
Chaplin was a worldwide icon, 
beloved to many and seen on 
the marquees of movie theaters 
in far-reaching places. 

Chaplin was bom in 1889 to 
two music hall musicians, who 
undoubtedly laid the ground¬ 
work for his later career in per¬ 
formance. Shortly after his 
birth, his father disappeared, 
leaving Chaplin in the care of 
his mother, who was ultimately 
committed to an asylum, forc¬ 
ing Chaplin into an orphanage. 
In 1910, Charlie Chaplin ar¬ 
rived in New York determined 
to make his fortune, and he did, 
landing contracts with the pre¬ 
mier studios of the silent movie 
era and ultimately command¬ 
ing a very high salary for his 
talents. 

In addition to being known 
for his skill on screen, Charlie 
Chaplin was also an astute 
businessman. In 1919, he 
founded United Artists with 
several other prominent stars of 
the day, determined to have 
more control over his work as 
an actor, and he was known for 
being very exacting and con¬ 
trolling on set. He was also one 
of the first actors to market 
himself, promoting Charlie 
Chaplin films and his film per¬ 
sona, known as “The Tramp.” 
Chaplin became so well known 
and liked that people would see 
any film, as long as his name 
was attached to it. 

The Tramp may have been 
invented by accident, but he 
became an enduring symbol in 
20th century film. As The 
Tramp, Charlie Chaplin wore 
loose-fitting, shabby clothing, 
including a derby hat and dis¬ 
tinctive shoes, along with a 
mustache, and he carried a 


flexible bamboo cane. In the 
silent era, The Tramp mimed 
and clowned his way through 
an assortment of sentimental 
films, and when Charlie Chap¬ 
lin started performing in films 
with sound, he added music 
and singing to his perform¬ 
ances. Rumor has it that the 
movements of Mickey Mouse, 
another American film icon, 
were modeled on The Tramp. 

Some of the more notable 
Chaplin films include The Kid 
(1921), Modem Times (1936), 
and The Great Dictator (1940). 
Although his work was often 
sentimental and a bit foolish, 
he also engaged in a fair 
amount of political activism, 
and some of Chaplin's works 


were actually quite 
political.The Great Dictator, for 
example, parodied Hitler and 
Mussolini, and criticized the 
United States for not getting in¬ 
volved in the growing Euro¬ 
pean conflict. 

Although Chaplin was 
never positively linked with the 
Communist party, he certainly 
associated with a number of 
prominent American Commu¬ 
nists and political activists. 
This led to persecution in the 
1930s and 1940s under the 
House Unamerican Activities 
Committee, and when Chaplin 
left the United States to visit 
Europe in 1952, efforts were 
made to revoke his re-entry 
visa. Chaplin chose not to re¬ 
turn to the hostile United 
States, settling in Europe, 
where he was honored with a 
knighthood in 1975, becoming 
Sir Charles Spencer Chaplin. 
When Chaplin briefly visited 
America in 1972, he received a 
number of honors, recognizing 
his contribution to the history 
of film and Hollywood. 

Chaplin died in 1977, ap¬ 
parently of natural causes, but 
not before leading an adventur¬ 
ous and revolutionary lifestyle, 
blazing his way into the history 
of American film and into the 
hearts of millions of fans.

He pitched 221 innings, 
the second-highest total in 
what had been a career beset 
by injuries. 

"He was in demand," 
Twins general manager Bill 
Smith said. 

”1 know he had a lot of 
teams that called him. The 
best thing we both had going 
for us is he kept saying that 
he wanted to come back to 
the Twins and we kept saying 
that he was the one guy we 
really wanted to get.” 

Pavano joined the Twins 


in a 2009 swap with Cleve¬ 
land. It has proved to be just 


the place for him after four 
difficult seasons with the 
New York Yankees. 

Now he'll again be part of 
a Twins starting rotation that 
includes Francisco Liriano 
and Scott Baker. 

Smith welcomed the re¬ 
turn of the veteran, who he 
said was a stabilizing force 
on the young pitching staff. 

"Carl Pavano has been a 
leader on that staff since we 
acquired him in August of 
2009,” Smith said. "We can't 
say enough good things about 
what he has brought to us.”

MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
World number one 
Rafael Nadal Thursday 
warned he was fully re¬ 
covered from a strength¬ 
sapping illness as he 
took another decisive 
step towards a historic 
sweep of the Grand Slam 
titles. 

Nadal coolly dis¬ 
patched American quali¬ 
fier Ryan Sweeting 6-2, 

6-1, 6-1 at Rod Laver 
Arena, joining women's 
favourite Kim Clijsters 
in the third round just 
hours after his arch-rival 
Roger Federer scraped 
past Gilles Simon. 

Britain's Andy Mur¬ 
ray, the world number 
five, also beat Ukrainian 
Iliya Marchenko in 
straight sets to remain on 
course for his second 
final at Melbourne Park. 

Nadal said he had now 
shaken a virus which laid him 
low in Qatar as he bids to 
hold all four major titles for 
the first time since 1969, a 
feat which would eclipse 
even the illustrious Federer. 

"Every day I feel better 
and I am now totally recov¬ 
ered," the Spaniard said. 

Nadal, forced out injured 
last year as defending cham¬ 
pion, is on a 23-match Grand 
Slam streak after last year 
winning the French Open, 
Wimbledon and his first US 
Open. He won his opener 
here 6-0, 5-0 when Marcos 
Daniel retired hurt. 


Belgium's Clijsters also 
dropped her first games of 
the tournament — after a 6-0, 
6-0 whitewash of Dinara Sa¬ 
fina in the first round - as she 
saw off Spaniard Carla 
Suarez Navarro 6-1, 6-3. 

The US Open champion, 
who has an outside chance of 
regaining the top ranking 
here, said she was delighted 
with her form and was not 
contemplating last year's 
third-round disaster, when 
she suffered her heaviest 
Grand Slam defeat. 

"I don't think I've ever 
played a match like that. So it 
was very easy in a way to 


also forget about it, as well," 
she said of 2010's 6-0, 6-1 re¬ 
verse to Nadia Petrova. 

"If that would be some¬ 
thing that would occur more 
often, it would be in my 
mind. I would feel like I had 
to do something about it." 

China's Peng Shuai 
handed out the tournament's 
biggest shock when she 
downed former number one 
Jelena Jankovic 7-6 (7/3), 6- 
3 to equal her best Grand 
Slam performance. She will 
meet Japan's Ayumi Morita in 
the third round. 

Russian second seed Vera 
Zvonareva survived an early 


onslaught from Ser¬ 
bia's Bojana Jo- 
vanovski before 
winning 2-6, 6-3, 6-1, 
keeping her on course 
for her third succes¬ 
sive Grand Slam 
final. 

Australia's French 
Open finalist Saman¬ 
tha Stosur kept local 
hopes alive along with 
wildcard Bernard 
Tomic, 18, who was 
pinching himself after 
beating Spanish seed 
Feliciano Lopez to set 
up a grandstand show¬ 
down with Nadal. 

"I can't believe 
that I'm playing him," 
said Tomic, the last 
Australian in the 
men's draw after 
Lleyton Hewitt's five- 
set defeat to David 
Nalbandian. 

"What an opportunity it is 
to play him, in a third round 
as well. It's a dream come 
true." 

World number four Robin 
Soderling reached the third 
round for the first time at 
Melbourne Park, extending a 
rich run of form which took 
him to last year's French 
Open final and the Wimble¬ 
don and US Open quarters. 

Later Murray beat 
Marchenko 6-1, 6-3, 6-3 as 
he bids to amend last year's 
final defeat to Roger Federer 
and end Britain's 75-year 
Grand Slam title drought, 
after Fred Perry's US Open 


win in 1936. 

Russian 10th seed Mikhail 
Youzhny and Croatia's Marin 
Cilic, the 15th seed, also went 
through along with 2008 fi¬ 
nalist Jo-Wilfried Tsonga of 
France, who came through 
two tie-breaks for a fist¬ 
pumping win over Italy's An¬ 
dreas Seppi. 

Marcos Baghdatis, the 
2006 runner-up, won 6-1, 6- 
3, 4-6, 6-3 against injury- 
troubled Juan Martin del 
Potro, who was playing his 
first Grand Slam since miss¬ 
ing most of last year with a 
wrist problem. 

Meanwhile defending 
men's champion Federer cut 
a chastened figure after his 
late-night thriller, when 
Simon rallied from two sets 
down to put the all-time 
Grand Slam record-holder on 
the ropes. 

"I was like, 'This can't be 
true, right?'," Federer said af¬ 
terwards, when asked what 
was going through his mind. 
"I definitely felt something 
was not going my way," he 
added. 

Argentine veteran David 
Nalbandian, who outlasted 
Hewitt in five marathon sets 
in almost five hours late on 
Tuesday, withdrew with ex¬ 
haustion as he trailed Lithua¬ 
nia's Richard Berankis. 

"Today I was empty. I didn't 
feel good. It was tough, very 
tough," Nalbandian said. "I 
tossed a ball for the serve and 
everything was moving around. 
It's tough playing like that." 
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
